But shucks, you say, what’s $3,698,000 these days? 

Well, it just so happens National Revenue’s Green Book on tax statis¬ 
tics say that it’s almost as much as the total $4,788,000 taxable income of all 
the elderly or retired living in the Halifax region. 

So it’s something. ’ 

But that $4,698,000 vote that whizzed through with no questions asked 
was only one of the 43 worth a total $16 billion. 

When the exhausted Commons—they had been sitting for 13 straight 
hours, five of them occupied with the 43 votes—protested the futility of it, 
Acting Prime Minister Mitchell Sharp pooh-poohed and tish-tushed them. 

The Commons committees—there are 21 of them—had given these $16 
billion of estimates the “closest scrutiny ever," he soothed. 

Close, like the six hours one committee had spent examining State Sec¬ 
retary Peletier's $lbillion estimate covering 6uch controversial agencies as In¬ 
formation Canada, Company of Young Canadians, Opportunities for Youth, 
and yes, the CBC. New Democratic MP David Orlikow of Winnipeg had kept 
a clock on the committee. 

And close like the two hours Maritime Conservative MP Donnie Mac- 
Innis claimed—and was not contradicted by anyone—Works Minister Dube 
had spent explaining his departmental spending program involving $358 mil¬ 
lion to another committee. 

It used to be, before Prime Minister Trudeau emasculated Parliament 
by sidetracking scrutiny of government spending from the Commons itself to 
its committees, that sometimes—not always—there was some searching ex¬ 
amination of where all the tax money goes. 

But that was in the nit-picking days, as the government now calls them, 
when good, grey Howard Green, the crusty Conservative from Vancouver, 
could—and did—hold up the House for days until he got a satisfactory ac¬ 
counting of as little as a $1 item.
